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Freedom  to  live  our  lives  —  isn't  that  what  we  all  want?  Only  with  freedom 
is  it  possible  to  explore  the  realm  of  moral  consciousness.  The  need  to  learn 
to  distinguish  right  and  wrong  should  impel  us  to  freedom.  Where  can  we 
obtain  the  heart  to  fight  for  right,  the  ability  to  see  truth,  the  integrity  to  stand 
by  it  always?  Is  it  proper  for  anyone  to  deny  us  the  freedom  to  find  these  vir- 
tues and  all  the  others? 

What  is  the  nature  of  the  freedom  we  seek?  Is  it  a  reckless,  irreliable 
"carte  blanche"  or  do  we  want  responsibility,  too?  Freedom  and  respon- 
sibility are  not  irreconcilable.  Rather,  they  are  integral  and  each  is 
necessary  to  the  other.  Yes,  you  must  take  responsibility  with  freedom  and 
vice  versa  for  without  one  the  other  is  not  complete. 

How  do  we  attain  these  at  Wake  Forest?  Are  they  given  to  us,  taught  to 


university  each  year  to  provide  an  overall  atmosphere  conducive  to  learn- 
ing. But,  are  we  getting  an  education  learned  by  rote  or  can  we  actually 
think?  Are  we  given  the  opportunity  to  find  that  which  we  should  ultimately 
find  or  are  we  given  substitutes  to  use  until  we  get  into  the  real  world?  How 
can  we  be  sure  that  four  years  here  was  not  a  waste? 

It  is  quite  possible  to  look  around  and  see  people  who  have  been  here  for 
four  years  and  have  remained  untouched  by  Wake  Forest.  More  common 
are  those  who  have  been  changed  by  Wake  Forest.  Rare  are  those  who 
have  themselves  changed  Wake  Forest.  The  last  group  is  divided  into  those 
who  did  what  they  did  by  accident  and  those  purposeful  movers  who 
achieved  through  action.  The  motivated  few  are  the  only  students  who  have 
mastered  the  balance  of  freedom  and  responsibility  —  the  balance  we  call 
maturity. 
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The  "coming  of  age"  happens  to 
those  who  refuse  to  compromise 
their  unique  perspective  and  learn 
to  deal  with  the  consequences  of 
their  actions.  In  the  context  of  a 
world  where  one's  experiences  are 
limited  to  that  which  is  prescribed 
by  in  loco  parentis,  individuals 
may  seek  to  transcend  life.  But  the 
result  of  escape  is  not  a  knowledge 
but  a  mystic  void;  no  preparation 
for  the  head-on  collision  with 
reality. 
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As  the  sun  sets  behind  Wake  Forest,  the  steeple  of  Wait  Chapel  is  il- 
luminated in  a  golden  luster,  but  the  tree-lined  plaza  lies  in  shadows. 

The  order  and  symmetry  of  the  model  campus  is  mocked  by  the  un- 
controllable forces  of  man  and  nature  which  seek  continuous  change  in 
what  is  stagnant. 

An  ice  storm,  a  new  athletic  building,  a  change  in  Open  House  policy 
.  .  .  they  are  all  the  same  in  essence. 

But,  willful  submission  to  change  has  never  been  the  purpose  of  this 
institution.  Nor  is  it  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

Rather,  the  forces  may  always  be  seen  to  encounter  a  strong  and 
proud  resistance.

This  year,  the  club  has  worked  to  inform 
the  community  and  University  of  major 
political  concerns.  Among  the  events  spon- 
sored by  College  Democrats  were:  a  speech 
by  Wilbur  Hobby,  leader  of  the  state  AFL- 
CIO;  a  forum  of  1978  Senate  candidates, 
Lawrence  Davis  and  McNeil  Smith;  and 
several  seminars  featuring  Wake  Forest 
professors  as  speakers.

A  state  licensed  lobby,  the  North  Carolina 
Public  Interest  Research  Group  provides  a 
voice  in  the  state  legislature  for  members  of 
both  the  University  and  Winston-Salem  com- 
munities.

Student  Government 


Due  to  its  annual  turnover  of  members, 
Student  Government  has  often  been  regard- 
ed as  an  ill-defined,  nebulous  organization 
by  both  administrators  and  students.  This 
past  year,  however,  SG  achieved  an  internal 
cohesiveness  which  strengthened  its  in- 
fluence as  an  intermediary  between  ad- 
ministrators and  students.  The  administration 
and  faculty  have  recognized  this  new  quality 
in  SG,  and  have  included  its  members  in 
decision-making  conferences,  referring  to 
SG  as  the  representative  voice  of  the  student 
body. 

Not  only  has  SG  developed  its  relationship 
with  the  administration  but  its  members  have 
become  more  receptive  to  student  input  and 
feedback.  They  have  taken  on  the  long- 
neglected  responsibility  of  providing  services 
to  care  for  everyday  student  concerns,  such 
as  the  need  for  improved  housing  facilities,  a 
reorganized  registration  procedure,  and  a 
revitalized  Snack  Shop. 

Student  Government  has  taken  advantage 
of  the  administration's  new  regard  for  its 
acitivities,  and  put  through  a  series  of 
student-oriented  programs.  The  Legal  Ser- 
vice, instituted  by  SG  and  under  the  control 
of  Meyressa  Schoonmaker,  Assistant  to  the 
President,  serves  as  a  referral  service  to  stu- 
dents who  need  legal  advice  outside  the 
realm  of  school  injunction.  The  student  is 
given  a  free,  30-minute  consultation  with  a 
lawyer  in  town,  who  recommends  either  the 
retainment  of  a  lawyer  or  further  steps  the 
student  might  take  on  his  own.  Extern, 
another  SG-sponsored  organization,  works 
in  conjunction  with  the  Placement  Office. 
This  past  Spring  Break,  for  the  first  time,  will- 
ing Sophomores  and  Juniors  were  placed  in 
actual  job  situations  in  the  career  field  that 
they  hope  to  enter. 

In  all,  the  Student  Government  has 
opened  many  new  opportunities  and  ser- 
vices for  students  within  the  school  environ- 
ment and  the  surrounding  community.  Its 
success  in  providing  these  opportunities  are 
recognized  by  both  its  constituents  and  its 
administrators.

FOOTBALL 


The  bad  old  days  of  ineptitude 
seemed  remote  to  Deacon  fans  as 
the  season  began,  and  it  came  as 
no  surprise  when  Furman  fell  in  the 
season  opener.  What  could  not  be 
as  easily  anticipated  was  that  this 
victory  was  destined  to  be  the  last, 
for  star-crossed  Deacs  proceeded 
to  stumble  through  ten  straight 
defeats.  The  "low-risk"  offense  of 
Chuck  Mills  succeeded  in  turning 
the  ball  over  more  than  three  times 
per  game,  and  even  the  defense 
crumbled. 

While  the  season  was  a  collec- 
tive disaster,  some  individuals  per- 
formed nobly.  Mike  McGlamry 
broke  many  of  Norm  Snead's 
passing  records,  mostly  with  Steve 
Young  as  receiver.  Center  Larry 
Tearry  and  Defensive  Back  James 
Royster  were  AII-ACC.  James 
McDougald,  a  marked  man  for 
much  of  the  year,  fell  just  short  of 
the  thousand-yard  barrier  and 
George  Ervin  set  a  school  record 
for  number  of  kickoff  returns. 


WFU24,  FURMAN13 

The  Deacs,  enjoying  their  unac- 
customed status  as  favorites, 
proved  the  oddsmal<ers  right  in  un- 
horsing Furman  in  a  relatively  well- 
played  game.  Neither  team 
showed  any  inclination  to  dominate 
the  other  in  the  first  half,  but 
superior  depth  and  experience 
helped  Wake  wear  down  the 
gallant  Paladins  in  the  second  half. 
The  game's  most  critical  play  was 


made  by  AII-ACC  Tight  End  Steve 
Young,  who,  with  Wake  down  10- 
7,  gathered  in  a  Mike  McGlamry 
pass,  broke  a  number  of  tackles, 
and  fled  55  yards  for  a  Deacon 
touchdown.  An  extraordinary  inter- 
ception by  James  Royster  helped 
cement  the  victory. 

VANDERBUILT3,  WFUO 

After  suffering  a  narrow  loss  to 
mighty     Oklahoma,     Vanderbit 


figured  to  be  tough.  The  Deacs 
came  up  empty  in  an  exquisite 
defensive  struggle.  Frequent 
penalties,  particularly  in  the  kicking 
game,  hurt.  Wake's  best  scoring 
chance  came  in  the  fourth  quarter, 
when  James  McDougald  stole  fifty 
yards  but  subsequent  efforts 
gained  little,  and  Bob  Hely  found 
the  range  too  great  from  thirty-odd 
yards  out.  Wake  fans  found  solace 
in  the  magnificent  defensive  effort 
but  precious  little  in  the  score. 


NC  STATE  41,  WFU  14 

On  the  third  week,  the  Deacs 
visited  the  Wolves'  lair  and  retur- 
ned badly  clawed,  the  final  score 
being  an  accurate  indication  of  the 
lopsided  nature  of  the  game.  The 
error-prone  Pacl<  became  the 
beneficiary  of  myriad  Deacon  tur- 
novers (five  in  the  first  half),  and 
the  defense  slowly  wilted  under  the 
repeated  assaults  of  Evans,  Brown, 
and  Co.  An  electrifying  third- 
quarter  dash  by  James 
McDougald  brought  Wake  par- 
tisans to  life,  but  State  quickly  dis- 
pelled any  illusions  of  a  comeback, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  game  was 
spent  padding  stats. 

PURDUE  26,  WFU  17 

Purdue  promised  to  provide  the 
Deacs  with  an  aerial  barrage,  and 
Freshman  Quarterback  Mark  Her- 
mann treated  them  to  just  that  in 
what  could  well  have  turned  into  a 
rout  had  it  not  been  for  a  spirited 
second-half  comeback.  Hermann 
completed  his  first  nine  passes  in  a 
befuddled  secondary  in  leading 
the  Boilermakers  to  an  early  20-0 
lead,  but  a  key  interception  and  a 
sustained  drive  made  it  a  respec- 
table 20-14  at  the  half.  While 
James  McDougald  spun  his 
wheels  in  the  wet  turf,  Mike 
McGlamry  reveled  in  it,  completing 
twelve  passes  to  his  favorite  target, 
Steve  Young.  The  defense  clam- 
ped down  on  Hermann  in  the 
second  half,  but  the  offense,  while 
showing  an  ability  to  move,  was 
unable  to  put  enough  points  on  the 
board. 

UNC24,  WFU3 

An  outstanding  effort  by  James 
McDougald  went  for  naught  as  the 
Deacs  fell  before  the  host  Tar 
Heels  in  a  most  frustrating  affair. 
Showing  a  surprising  ability  to 
move  the  ball  on  the 
nationally  rated  Carolina  defense, 
the  offense  was  nevertheless  con- 
sistently thwarted  around  the  goal 
line,    and   the   net   output   was   a 


meager  three  points.  After  yet 
another  drive  had  been  turned 
bacl<  in  the  third  quarter,  a  fumble 
by  Ronchy  Johnson  was  run  back 
70  yards  for  a  touchdown,  and  two 
quick  fumbles  by  the  kick-return 
unit  treated  the  Heels  to  ten  more 
points.  Subsequent  efforts  to 
mome  back  proved  to  be  futile, 
and  another  outstanding  perfor- 
mance by  the  defense  was 
obscured  by  the  final  score. 

MARYLAND  35,  WFU  7 

Saturday  afternoon  brought 
sunshine  and  blue  skies,  but  dark 
clouds  hovered  over  the  Wake 
sideline  as  Maryland  methodically 
dismantled  the  Deacs  before  a  dis- 
gruntled home  crowd.  A  re- 
juvenated Steve  Atkins  ran  over, 
around,  and  through  the  Deac 
defense  for  well  over  100  yards, 
and  Larry  Dick  threw  effectively,  if 
sparingly.  The  offense  showed 
once  again  an  ability  to  move  the 
ball  and  an  inability  to  score;  the 
effort  reflected  the  entire  season  in 
this  respect.  The  losing  streak 
reached  five. 

VIRGINIA  12,  WFU  10 

The  Deacs  reached  the  nadir  of 
the  season  by  falling  to  the  hapless 
Virginia  Cavaliers,  their  sixth  con- 
secutive defeat.  The  Wahoos  plod- 
ded to  a  6-0  lead  at  the  half,  the 
Deacs  crossing  midfield  only  to 
return  to  their  dressing  room.  After 
another  Wahoo  field  goal, 
however,  the  gutty  Mike  McGlamry 
finally  got  the  offense  rolling,  com- 
pleting four  passes  in  a  drive  that 
gave  WFU  a  presumably-solid  10- 
9  lead.  A  45-yard  kick  return  gave 
the  Cavs  some  hope,  though,  and 
a  few  quick  passes  led  to  Russ 
Henderson's  fatal  field  goal. 

CLEMSON26,  WFUO 

The  thoughts  of  most  Deacon 
fans  turned  toward  basketball  after 
this  debacle  in  appropriately 
named  Death  Valley.  In  recounting 
this  game,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that 


both  the  offense  and  defense 
played  ineptly,  that  WFU  did  not 
gain  a  first  down  until  the  third 
quarter,  and  that  only  frequent 
Tiger  mistakes  made  it  at  all  close. 
The  best  thing  about  the  game  for 
Wake  fans  was  that  it  was  not 
played  at  home. 

DUKE38,  WFU14 

The  effort  was  a  good  deal  more 
inspired  than  those  of  the  im- 
mediate past,  but  the  bottom  line 
was  depressingly  similiar  as  the 
Deacs  fell  to  Duke  before  a  throng 
of  soaking-wet  students,  alumni, 
and  well-wishers.  Both  offenses 
churned  through  the  rain  with 
almost  equal  facility,  but  the  slip- 
pery Mike  Dunn  and  a  host  of 
elusive  backs  bedeviled  the  dis- 
pirited Deacon  defense.  Mike 
McGlamry's  record-tying  perfor- 
mance helped  to  gain  many  yards 


but  scored  few  points.  Turnovers, 
penalties  and  fundamental  mis- 
takes once  again  lessened  the  op- 
ponent's task. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA  24, 

WFU  14 

The  demoralized  Deacs  were 
frozen  by  the  cold  and  shattered  by 
a  powerful  Gamecock  running 
game  as  they  stumbled  to  their 
ninth  consecutive  defeat.  Quarter- 
back Ron  Bass  let  all  of  his  running 
backs  get  into  the  action,  for  he 
only  deigned  to  test  the  Deacon 
secondary  twice.  Mike  McGlamry 
threw  frequently  and  effectively, 
but  Wake's  attack  could  score  no 
more  than  the  customary  two 
touchdowns,  and  a  fumbled  punt 
ended  any  flickering  chance  of  a 
comeback  late  in  the  game.  The 
lowlight  of  the  game  came  when 
Steve  Young,  who  had  caught  five 


passes,  sustained  a  knee  injury 
that  promised  to  end  his  fine  career 
in  an  inglorious  fashion. 

VPI28,  WFU10 

The  season  came  to  its  merciful 
conclusion  ten  weeks  too  late  with 
this  loss  to  the  hapless  Hokies. 
Playing  for  pride,  Mike  McGramry 
set  a  single-season  completion 
mark,  but  the  defense  was  unable 
to  contain  Tech  fullback  Mickey 
Fitzgerald,  who  stormed  over  the 
field  at  will.  His  counterpart,  James 
McDougald,  came  thirteen  yards 
short  of  his  personal  goal  of  1,000 
yards.  As  would  befit  the  final  effort 
of  a  dismal  season,  the  same  mis- 
takes, turnovers,  and  breakdowns 
that  had  plagued  the  Deacs  all 
season  were  partially  responsible 
for  handing  the  game  to  the 
Hokies. 
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RUGBY 


Playing  city  clubs  and  other 
college  clubs,  this  year's  Fall 
Rugby  club  compiled  an  im- 
pressive 6-4  won-lost  record  in  its 
fifth  year  of  existence,  which  easily 
could  have  been  a  9-1  season. 
Team  members  felt  that  they  had 
their  best  chance  ever  to  win  the 
W.F.U.  Spring  Invitational,  a  single 
elimination  tournament. 

The  club  is  composed  of  "in- 
dividual ramblin'  kinds  of  guys,"  in- 
cluding undergraduates,  law  stu- 
dents, doctors,  and  townies,  which 
practices  every  Tuesday  and 
Thursday.  The  club  has  been  char- 
tered by  the  S.G.  and  receives 
grants  from  the  SBAC  and  charges 
$15.00  dues. 


FIELD  HOCKEY 


The  1977  field  hockey  season 
ended  disappointingly,  in  spite  of 
the  coaching  talents  of  Caroline 
Brown  and  Ginny  Espenshade.  In- 
experienced Freshmen  and  many 
injuries  were  factors  in  Wake's  in- 
ability to  produce  wins.  Individual 
stars  shone  brightly,  though. 
Leanne  Book,  Dawn  Belden  and 
Sandy  Miller  earned  Deep  South 
team  honors  and  Belden  also 
received  recognition  as  goalie  on 
the  regional  Southeast  team. 
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CROSS  COUNTRY 


This  year  the  cross-country 
team  showed  commendable  im- 
provement but  was  once  again 
relegated  to  the  depths  of  the  tough 
ACC.  The  young  harriers  showed 
promise  in  victories  over  Virginia 
and  ASU,  seeming  to  be  on  their 
way  towards  respectability.  The 
women  harriers  showed  similar  im- 
provement, but  a  lack  of  depth 
made  victory  on  a  large  scale  an 
impossibility,  so  individual 
development  was  stressed  in  an  ef- 
fort to  build  a  strong  and  viable 
program. 


SWIMMING 


The  1978  Deacon  swimming 
squad  found  that  even  dramatic 
improvement  did  not  guarantee 
success  in  the  tough  ACC.  The 
Deacs,  led  by  holdover  Jim  Kusel 
and  Ron  Cobb  and  by  freshman 
Brian  Kusel,  managed  to  tread 
water  outside  the  conference  but 
had  to  struggle  to  avoid  being 
swamped  by  established  powers 
UNC  and  N.C.  State.  It  was  hoped 
that  continued  recruiting  suc- 
cesses would  soon  find  these 
teams  foundering  in  our  wake. 
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VOLLEYBALL 

Coached  by  Barbara  Warren, 
the  volleyball  team  posted  a  record 
of  26-19  this  tall  playing  against 
such  awesome  teams  as  UT  at 
Knoxville,  NC  State,  and  Carolina. 
Placing  second  in  the  state  cham- 
pionship, the  Wake  women  went 
on  to  the  regionals  for  the  third 
straight  year.  Only  two  players  will 
be  lost  in  graduation — Spiker, 
Ellen  Alford  and  Setter,  Pat 
Graham— leaving  an  imposing 
team  again  next  year. 
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BASKETBALL 

The   loss   of   Skip    Brown   and 
Jerry    Schellenberg    and    the 
presence  of  several  talented  new- 
comers added  an  element  of  un- 
certainty to  the  opening  games  that 
was  often  reflected  in  the  team's 
play.    Coach    Tacy   juggled    his 
lineup  frequently  in  an  effort  to  find 
a    winning    combination    and    an 
adequate  point  guard  in  particular, 
and  this  search  necessarily  worked 
to  the  detnment  of  the  Deacs  in 
early    non-conference    play.    The 
Big  Four,  heretofore  the  personal 
plaything  of  Wake,  turned  into  a 
minor  debacle  as  State  and  then 
Duke  emerged  victorious  on  suc- 
cessive nights.  The  team,  gaining 
in    confidence   with   each   game, 
then  annihilated  Richmond  and  In- 
diana State-Evansville  (no,  not  that 
Indiana  State)   and   finished  with 
two    impressive   wins   against 
Washington    and    Seattle   on   the 
West  Coast. 


The  Deacs  began  their  con- 
ference season  with  a  road  loss  to 
Virginia  and  a  thrashing  of 
Maryland  in  Greensboro,  thus  es- 
tablishing a  pattern  of  home 
success  and  a  road  failure  that  was 
to  be  followed  faithfully  throughout 
the  year.  After  a  predictable  home- 
and-home  split  with  Clemson  and 
UNC  and  a  defeat  in  Durham, 
Wake  enjoyed  a  giddy  two  weeks 
in  which  national  powers  Carolina, 
Duke,  and  Virginia  fell  by  decisive 
margins  in  Memorial  Coliseum. 
Delusions  of  grandeur  were 
quickly  shattered  by  Clemson, 
State,  and  Maryland  at  those 
respective  locales,  but  the  Deacs 
regained  some  respect  by  out- 
lasting State  in  a  gang  war  at  home. 
As  the  finale  to  a  successful  but  bit- 
tersweet season.  Wake  swept  into 
the  tournament  finals  with  wins 
over  Virginia  and  UNC  but  came 
up  short  against  eventual  NCAA 
runner-up  Duke;  the  NIT  was  un- 
impressed, and  the  season  had 
come  to  a  surprising  conclusion. 
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The  talented  but  unpredictable 
Deacon  squad  began  the  con- 
ference season  by  establishing  a 
pattern  that  would  provide  a  theme 
for  the  entire  year;  a  road  loss  to 
Virginia  was  followed  by  a  win  over 
Maryland  in  Greensboro.  Provided 
with  the  rare  opportunity  of  playing 
Clemson  and  UNC  within  mere 
hours  of  each  other,  the  Deacs 
struggled  past  the  former  but  lost  to 
the  latter  in  the  final  seconds.  After 
a  lopsided  loss  to  Duke,  Wake  took 
off  on  a  giddy  two-week  home 
stand  in  which  the  nationally- 
ranked  squads  of  UNC,  Duke,  and 
Virginia  were  defeated  by  stunning 
margins.  The  Deacs  returned  to 
earth  on  the  road,  losing  to  Clem- 
son and  State,  and  concluded  their 
regular  season  with  a  narrow  loss 
to  hot-shooting  Maryland  and  a 
victory  over  the  Pack. 


BASKETBALL 


The  Lady  Deacs,  fielding  a 
squad  primarily  made  up  of 
sophomores,  found  victories  hard 
to  come  by  in  1978.  While  it  was 
painfully  obvious  that  the  program 
was  no  match  for  that  of  national 
power  N.C.  State,  coach  Barbara 
Warren  was  hoping  for  more  and 
better  things  from  leading  scorer 
Jane  Jacl<son,  top  rebounder  Jane 
Hendricl<,  and  the  rest  of  the  inex- 
perienced squad  and  hoping  to 
drum  up  some  student  interest  for 
the  state  tournament  later  in  the 
year.

HOCKEY 


The  fledgling  Deacon  hockey 
program  gained  in  stability  and 
respect  as  the  Deacs  fought  their 
way  through  three  round-robins 
with  Carolina,  Duke,  and  State  at 
the  Triad  Arena.  New  coach  Jerry 
Borie  and  club  president  Bill  Miller 
noted  that,  while  considerable  im- 
provement had  been  made  over 
the  past  year,  competition  was 
getting  more  sfenuous  each  year.  It 
was  hoped  that  the  community 
would  ultimately  give  the  program 
a  boost  by  building  a  rink  in 
Winston-Salem,  but  the  team 
showed  enough  ability  and  staying 
power  to  capture  at  least  some  of 
the  imagination  of  the  public  on  its 
own  merits. 


GOLF 


The  1977  and  78  golf  seasons 
were  made  as  memorable  by  what 
went  on  off  the  golf  course  as  by 
the  relatively  mediocre  perfor- 
mance of  the  team  on  the  course. 
After  a  season  in  which  Wal<e 
failed  to  win  the  ACC  for  the  first 
time  in  eons,  dissatisfaction  with 
Coach  Roberts  became  so  great 
that  he  was  dismissed  in  favor  of 
the  familiar  figure  of  one  Jesse 
Haddock,  now  back  in  the  good 
graces  of  the  athletic  department. 
Roberts  promptly  filed  suit,  charg- 
ing that  his  contract  had  been 
breached.  In  the  middle  of  all  this 
squabbling,  the  team,  led  by 
nationally-prominent  amateurs 
Scott  Hoch  and  Gary  Hallberg, 
finished  tenth  :n  the  NCAA  tourna- 
ment in  1977  and,  with  the  addition 
of  some  of  Roberts'  prized  recruits, 
seemed  to  be  poised  to  challenge 
for  national  honors  in  '78. 
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BASEBALL 


The  1977  Diamond  Deacs  ham- 
mered opposing  teams  and  the 
record  book  with  equal  relish. 
Home  run  leader  and  league  MVP 
Kenny  Baker  led  an  onslaught  on 
enemy  pitchers  that  resulted  in  the 
establishment  of  eight  teams  and 
as  many  individual  records  as  the 
Deacs  swept  into  the  regionals  af- 
ter stomping  a  thoroughly 
surprised  Clemson  team  in  the 
ACC  tournament  finals.  While  the 
departure  of  Baker  promised  to 
leave  a  void  in  an  offense  that 
averaged  eleven  hits  and  eight 
runs  a  game,  the  return  of  the  en- 
tire starting  infield  and  of  batting 
leader  Ken  Gerrity  along  with  the 
emergence  of  some  excellent 
young  pitching  insured  the  '78 
squad  of  similar  success. 
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The  women's  tennis  team 
finished  its  fall  schedule  with  an 
impressive  7-2  record.  The  twelve- 
person  team  did  reasonably  well  in 
the  exciting  ACC  Tournament  held 
at  WFU  in  October  and  promised 
to  show  further  improvement  in  the 
twenty  matches  slated  in  the  spr- 
ing. Coach  Smith  was  planning  a 
trip  to  Florida  and  preparing  a  strict 
program  of  conditioning  in  order  to 
bring  the  team's  level  of  play  up  to 
that  of  powerful  UNC.
